Athkns. Tenn., July 6, 1857. 
Gentlemen: Last March I set otat an orchard of 
about twelve hundred appl<* trees. They are all 
growing finely with the exception of those'the rab- 
bits barked. "And I flatter myself that I would not 
have lost any scarcely if I had not followed the old 
practice in the country. I greased some with old 
bacon rind and pepper. But it appears that they 
devoured these with more relish than those that had 
nothing on them at all. 

Others I rubbed with soft sonp. This answered 
very well as, long as the soap stayed on the trees, 
but it soon washed off and did no good (only as ma- 
nure for the trees). The most of them I "wrapped 
with hemp bagging (cotton-baling) about a foot or 
more from thegTound. Now the question is, wheth- 
er this bagging injures the trees during spring and 
summer or not. I know that it answered a good 
purpose for protecting the tree* when plowing. 

If you or any of your subscribers can give me in- 
formation you "will much oblige vours truly,

Remarks. — Thousands of young fruit trees are 
annually destroyed by rabbits. The plan pursued 
by our correspondent of wrapping bagging around 
them is effectual, but the wrapping ought to be re- 
moved in the spring, as the frees are liable to be 
much injured during the growing season, not only 
by the pressure of the bandage as the trees grow, 
but also by stopping the healthy functions of the 
bark. 

Various remedies have been recommended. Soft 
soap is eliectual a* long as. it stays on, but it u too 
liable to wash off. Blood is equally efficacious and 
will stay on much longer.

fectual and easy of application as any other remedy. 
Another plan is to take polk-stalks (where they are 
found large enough), cut them to suitable lengths, 
and, when a little damp, slit them on one side and 
pass them round the body of the tree. With many 
persons this is the easiest mode of protecting them. 
Corn-stalks split into sections and tied on with a 
string or straw band w ill do as well when no polk- 
stalks are at hand, or a handful of straw cut to the 
proper length will answer a good purpose. It must 
be remembered that a snow may enable the rabbit 
to reach pretty high, and it is when the ground is 
covered w ith snow that they do most damage. The 
protection should, therefore, be at least two feet up 
on the tree. 

StQUUSG the Soil in Dkoutiis — It is generally 
understood by all practical men that nothing pro- 
motes the healthy growth and maturity of corn and 
other crops so much as frequent stirring of the soil, 
particularly in dry weather. Some very interesting 
experiments, made last year, go to prove that it i> 
the condition of the surface of the soil that affects 
the grow ing crop. The nearer lite ;uiLice is to per- 
fectly tine dust, the greater pruietno.-i from injurious 
evaporation will it afford. If, in reducing the sur- 
face to this condition, the soil is stirred to the depth 
of several iuche.", the growing crop is greatly bene- 
fited by ;he admission of air among the soil, but 
should it already be in a l'.'ht, friable condition, 
the greatest amount of good* can l e accomplished by 
the process which shall mo.-t effectually pulverize 
the surface only, because each portion of fresh, 
moist soil turned up by this process soon lose* by 
evaporation its moisture, and i'. is thus lost to the 
crop. 

If the surface soil is in the condition of line dust 
it acts as a mulch to the roots of the grow ing plant, 
retaining its moisture, and absorbing and trans- 
mitting th : !:<\it. The true policy of culture is to 
put the soil in tiue condition early in the season — 
to keep up this fine condition by repeated workings 
during the esriy stages of its growth, but after the 
plant has attained considerable size, and the season 
of drouth hus set in. it would be better to aim at the 
pulverization of the surface only.

Houguton s Si:KDt.iNG GooSKUKRKv. — The ex- 
tensive culture of this valuable fruit bids fair to add 
p-reatly to the resources of the house* ife. Until with- 
iu a few years it w as a rare thing to aee a gooseberry 
in our markets. If any were brought, they were 
the common wild varieties, not much larger than 
a marrowfat pea. This season they have been 
abundant and cheap, and, of the .large quantity 
sold, probably ninety-nine hundredths were of the 
Houghton's seedling. It is very extensively 
grown, and, from its good qualities and produc- 
tiveness, its culture must be very profitable. 
They are generally sold in the market green, but, 
when the supply becomes more abundant, no 
doubt they will be brought in as ripe fruit. Com- 
ing as they do at a time when other fruits are 
scarce, they furnish no mean addition to the des- 
sert. 

The productiveness of this variety is wonderful. 
Bushes only two J ears old were this season perfect- 
ly weighed down with fruit, yet there is no ap- 
pearance of blight upon any. This freedom from 
blight is found constant in all parts of the country, 
and will ultimately enable them to supplant entire- 
ly the larger European sorts. 

There is a field for much interesting experiment 
in producing seedlings from this fruit, and ama- 
teurs will l>e well paid for their attention to it. A 
large fruited gooseberry, free from blight, would be

Evtomoi oov— .Vo. A*.— Borer in Apple Tree — 
The BupresU*. — In the fifth volume of the Country 
Gentleman, page 345, W. M. T., of Jessamine c>". 
Ky., asks for information respecting a worm Which 
has done great injury in his orchard of young apple 
trees, some of the trees being entirely killed by it. 
He has not l*een able*lo find this "worm; but *e 
gather from his acctUbt that it invariably com- 
mences its depredations upon the south side of the 
young tree, generafly" about afoot above the ground, 
and feeds upon the inner bark and outer wood, till- 
ing the cavity -which it makes with its casting*, 
aad at the end of its burrow it penetrates. Inwaud 
into the solid wood, the only external indication of 
its destructive work being the dark color of the outer 
surface of the bark. 

A letter from S. Moore, Esq., of Kensington, 
Conn., states that a worm, answering in all rcpects 
to the above account, is at present very troublesome 
in his and other orchards in bis vicinity. He has re- 
peatedlv found the worm in its bnrrow under the 
bark. It is usually from a half to three-fourths of 
an inch in length. He and others are very desirous 
to know what insect this is. 

We wish Mr. ML had sent us specimens of this 
worm, and of the wood showing its operations. We 
feel much like the Israelites under their Egyptian 
task-masters — brick required of us, and no straw 
given us with which to make them. We have never 
seen an apple tree depredated upon in the manner 
above described. From what is stated of it, the in- 
sect would appear to l>e a species of the family 
Buprestidie, or the brilliant snapping beetles, many 
of the larva; of which mine a flat or shallow burrow- 
in the sap-wood o: the trees which they infest, im- 
mediately under the bark, which burrow is coin- 
monlv winding or serpentine, and becomes more 
broad at the worm increases in size, and as its broad- 
est end has a hole sunk in the solid wood, in which 
the insect lies during its pupa state. And it is raott 
probable this insect is the Thick-legged Bupreslis 
Specimens of this beetle, from an orchard in Michi- 
gan, were sent to the office of the Country Gentle- 
man last summer, for information as to its name, 
and I am indebted to Mr. Barry, of Rochester, for 
pieces of wood containing the larva;. Bat my in- 
formation respecting this insect, the dates when its 
transformations occur, &c, is by no means complete. 
I propose, however, to present such an account of it 
as will emilde Mr. Moore to ascertain whether this 
is the insect which is iufesting his orchard. And if 
it is not, we hope he will not fail of forwarding us 
specimens of his insect, that will en:-.' le us to ascer- 
tain what it is. The perfect insect can probably lie 
obtained by selecting a young tree which is fatally 
wounded by the.se worms, sawing it off above where 
the worms are nestling, and draw ing a small ba^ or 
cap made of gauze, or of the netting used for nius- 
quito bars, over the stump, and tieing its mouth be- 
low where the. worms are reposing. Or, without 
cutting the Die dow n, netting may be sewed in the 
form of a c\ Under around the trunk, and its ends 
tied in such a manner that the insects will U: im- 
prisoned within it when they emerge from the wood. 
And all other worms which are found burrowing in 
the wood or bark of the trees, the reader should 
know, may l>e obtained in their perfect state in the 
same way", except a few kinds which leave the wood 
and bur)" themselves in the ground to pass their pupa 
state. 

TkOM insects which people commonly call snap- 
bugs, or snapping beetle.-, from their having the 
faculty of giving a sudden snap or spring whereby 
many of them are al 1>j to throw themselves over 
when laid upon their backs, form two extensive 
families of the o-der Coleoptera. One of these fam- 
ilies, named BltMi ( Elate ridje), are nearly all of 
dull colors, black, liver, brown, or chestnut. The 
other, named Bupre.stians, are mostly of highly pol- 
ished metallic colors, many of thein being among 
the uio»t splendid and brilliant of any insects 
known. It B to the Litter family, as already inti- 
mated, that the insect we are about to describe be- 
longs. 

Kext to the common apple tree Lorer (saperda bi- 
vittata), the most common borer in the trunks of 
apple trees Lt our country, is the Thick-legged Bu- 
preotis, named chrysobothris femorau, byeutomolo- 
gi-ts. from its anterior tldghs, which are remark, ir.lv 
thick and swollen as it were, and have a little an- 
gular projection or tooth on the middle of their un- 
der sides. Hitherto, it is in Ohio aud other Western 
States that complaints of this insect have been 
made. But. as it is a common tfSMM in all p^rts 
of our country, it will probably be depredating upon 
orch .rds every where. It is a native insect of this 
country, existing here, there is no doubt, long be- 
fore the tipple tree was introduced. Its natural 
hauat U the white oak, and other species of oiks. 
And it is probably in consequence of the extensive 
clearing up of our native forests, that it has been 
forced to select other trees on which to deposit its 
eggs, for the purpose of continuing its species. And 
not onlv the apple but peach trees are attacked, and 
young trees are sometimes killed by it. 

The perfect insect is a fdatLJi oblong l«eetle, half 
an inch in length or somewhat less, with its head 
sunk deep into its thorax-, the thorax being more 
broad than long and iounded at its side*. It is of a 
shining black color, and of a firm hard consistence, 
and on each of its wing-covers the nuked eye can 
disc-rn three raised line.-, running lengthwise, the 
two outer lines Iteiug interrepted by two impressed 
spots, which appear as though they were stamped 
upon the surface by means of a seal. When the 
w ing-covers are spread a|iart, the back beneath them 
is seen to lie of a beautiful brilliant gTeen color. The 
under side and legs are like burnished copi«r, the 
feet being deep green. 

These beetles m ike their appearance upon the 
trees they inlest during the mouths of June and 
July, running in the hot sunshine up and down the 
trunk and branches upon their south side and drop- 
ping their eggs iu the crevices of the bark. The 
worms w hich hatch from these eggs feed upon the 
soft s.ip-wood immediately under the bark, and pro- 
liablv upon the inner layers of the bark also, form- 
ing a shallow wide cavity between the bark and the 
wood. When they approach maturity they till the 
cavity which they have formed with their castings, 
and sink themselves deeper in the solid wood, form- 
ing not a rouud but a long narrow hole, and only 
deep enough for the worm to be contained within it. 
Man\ of the insects of this family pass two or three 
v ear's h their larva state, and it may Le the same 
"with this species. 

These worms or larva; in their form bear some re-

gradually tapering tall con-isting of several joints. 
Tii< v have no feat, and are very flat \>oth on thtir 
upper and under sides.appearing as though the bark 
had been pressed down and distorted them. They 
are p de yellowish with two small black points jut- 
ting out iu front, which are the jaws. A figure of 
this larva and a more full description of the species 
th.m M bat is htre presented, w ith some account of a 
parasitic worm which destroys it, will be found ii 
mv r. port on noxious insects, published iu the last 
volume of the transactions of the New York State 
Agricultural Society. 

To enable us to devise the best modes for combat- 
ting this or anv other insect, it is necessary that we 
have full information respecting its history and hab- 
its. But from the analog)- furnished by -imilar in- 
sects with which we are acquainted, we may be able 
to suggest remedies to which resort can be had until 
further investigations shall make known to us others 
which will be more convenient and effectual. 

Wherever, by the discoloration of the bark or any 
other sign, one of these worms is ibuud to be pres- 
eut, the bark .should be cut away uutil the worm is 
reached, when it should be destroyed. The wound 
which is thus made in the bark will by no means 
injure the tree so much as the worm will if it is al- 
lowed to remain. But it is probable that before the 
worms can l»e discovered by any external appear- 
ances they will have done much injury, especially if 
several are present in the same tree. Hence it is 
most important that we should have some resort by 
which to wholly shield the tree from the attack of 
these insects. One mode of thus protecting it will 
be to impregnate the bark with some substance 
which will not be injurious to the tree ai 



will at the same time repel these insecU from it. 
The parent has the instinct to discover whether her 
progenv can subsist where she places them, and 
probahlv will never deposit her e^s in situations 
where the voung will perish. It appears to be well 
established that all alkaline substances are poison- 
ous to the larva; of insects, whilst they also promote 
the health and vigor of vegetation. By alkaline 
-ul stance- the reader will understand me as refer- 
ring to diffareut preparations of the "'fixed alkalies," 
potash and soda, and not to the whole cbss of chem- 
ical substances to which the term alkali is extended. 
We thus have every reason Ut btliave that k»«--e 
beetles w ill not deposit their eegs upon the bark of 
a tree which is impregnated wit>i alkaline matter. 
One of the mo3t convenient and economical roo- 
stances with which thus to tincture the bark of trees 
is the common soft soap found in all our houses. It 
probably is not till towards the close of their hvea in 
the mouth of July that these l«eetles deposit their 
eggs. Therefore, if about the last of Jane the bark 
of apple and peach trees be rubbed with soap, or if 
this substance be placed in the forks uf the larger 
limbs, from whence it will lie washed downwards 
upon the bark by the rains, these insects I doubt 
not will discover it and will forsake every tree which 
is tkM treated. ASA FITCH.

Hybridizing of Plants. — This suiij- ct is yearly 
attracting more attention among cultivators, and has 
already been turned to profitable account in the pro- 
duction of some of our l'uiest varieties of fruit and 
vegetables. Every plant seems to be endowed by 
the Creator with a capacity* for alnio>t unlimited 
improvement. At least the limits of perfection 
havn not yet been re cin d, and these who hwe 
made this matter their ttudy have the most lUih in 
the improvements of plants. The amateur, from 
his extensive rcqnaintance with varieties, knows 
what is wanted in a given fruit, and can go to work 
intelligently to produce a new variety, that possess 
the desideratum. Nature has set the limits \o his 
efforts, and wisely directs him to the points where 
he nriy make improvements. An appli may not be 
crossed upon a pear, so as to produce a new fruit, 
having the qualities of both the t au nts. But one 
variety of pear may be crossed upon another variety, 
so as to produce a new fruit, that shall not only have 
certain qualities of the respective stocks, from which 
it was taken, but certain original qualities, unlike 
any other variety. Fruit trees are unproveable in 
the time of their coming into bearing, and in the 
character of their wood and foliage, in the time of 
ripeniug their frnits, in their size, appearance, and 
quality. We have no one pear that unites in itself 
every desirable quality. And if we had such a pear 
for the summer moil f s, we should want to proauce 
another equally • ml for each season of the year, so 
tliat all the cir. o • ..u nths sbonld bring their tiib- 
ute of perfect bait to. reward the skill and industry 
of man. 

Some pear tr<< . a L .h produce very fine fruit, are 
very slow growers and come into bearing very late. 
It would be a desirable thing to produce another va- 
liatj, with all their good qualities, making wood 
rapidly and producing fruit in five vears from the 
bud, instead of fifteen. The Seckle is perhaps the 
highest flavored of [.ear.-, but it is a slow grower, 
and the fruit is very small. If we could nave a 
seedling Seckle, that would retaiii all the flavor of 
its parent, aud give us the rapid grow th of the 
Bartlett, its early bearing and the size of its fruit, 
it would be a great improvement. The Doyenne 
d'Lte is the earliest of our summer pears, but it is 
small. Could its size be Joubkd it would be a great 
addition to our summer fruits. The months of Au- 
gust, September, October, and Xov-mber are al- 
ready well supplied with excellent pears. Fine win- 
ter pears, that ripen w ith little trouble and prolong 
their season into the spring months, are still scarce. 
Pearl rij>euiug very early or very late should now 
receive the attention of our best cultivators. We 
have not a few amateurs in this country who are 
giving special attention to this fiuit. They are 
producing new seedlings from fruits that were care- 
fully cros-ed under their own supervision and pa- 
tiently testing their qualities. It is a work of \ears 
to produce a new pea.-, to test the qualities bf its 
wood and fruit, so aa to give an intelligent opinion 
of its whole character, but there is no field of stndy 
an J labor more inviting to a geutleman of intelli- 
gence and wealth, who can give it his i«rkonal at 
tention. 

Some errors prevail upon the hybridizing f plants, 
which it is worth while to correct. It is not uncom- 
mon to hear farmers asserting that potatoes will mix 
by l»eing planted together. They lielieve that a 
w'hite potato planted near a red on<^ would be likely 
to impart something of its qualities to its neighlior, 
and that the produce of either variety would not 
henceforth l>e true to its kind. But there can be no 
mixing of plants by this method. The pollen of 
one variety would affect the blossom of another, and 
the seeds formed from the impregnated Maneoei 
would produce potatoes of a new kind. And this is 
the reason why such a great variety of potatoes will 
come of the seeds taken from a single potato Itall. 
All our first seedlings are produce in this way, and, 
so far as we liave learned, have been the result of 
chance crossing. All plants and vegetables of the 
same genus, whose periotLof blossoming is at the 
same date, are susceptible of hybridization, in inter- 
mixture, by means anil through the agency of blos- 
soms and in no other way. The pistils of the blos- 
soms of one variety receive the fertilizing pollen 
from the stamens of another, and the seed whicb 
matures necessarily contains the germ of the variety 
w ith w hich it has become impregnated by the inter- 



The knowledge of this law of hybridizing is as 
necessary to retain old varieties in their purity as it 
is to originate new varieties. The melons, squashes, 
and cucumbers are continually degenerating, from 
the ignorance or carelessness of this law . If you 
hav* a desirable vine of squash, it is a matter ai 
great importance to retain pure seed for another 
5 ear. This can only be done with some care and 
pains taking. The process is ^o simple that an in- 
telligent child can understand it ana attend to the 
work of crossing. On the vine of the squash you 
will observe in the female blossom the young squash 
already formed before the blossom opeus. You can 
easily tell bv observation when this blossom is to 
open". On the morning of the day it unfolds, take a 
piece of lace and completely cover the blossom, so as 
to cut off the uccv-s \>f all insects. The lace may be 
made into a litil ■■ h u, with a string to draw up the 
mouth clo ely. W • km the blossom unfolds, look for 
a male blossom, WtMnfc

— The consul of 
ata United States at the Kio Grande do Sul, Brazil, 
has transmitted to the Department of State a very 
interesting communication from Dr. R. Landell, of 
Port Alegre, claiming the discovery of a cure for 
the smallpox. Dr. Landell states that the idea of 
asing the remedy to be mentioned first occurred to 
iim during a terrible epidemic of this disease in 
1837. but that he first administered it in 184"2, since 
which time his success, and that of his son, Dr. 



Landell, and other colleagues in the treatment 
©f smallpox, have been most fiatterii g. As the 
Secretary of State has communicated Dr. LaaddFl 
paper entire to the leading journal of the medical 
profession in the United States, it is only necessary 
for our purpose to extract that portion of the piper 
which discloses the remedy and its proper exhibi- 



lve the vaccine that is contained on a pair 
of plates or a capillary tube, which is a!»but four or 
six drops of vaccine lymph, in 4 or 6 ounces of cold 
water, and give to the' patient a table spoonful every 
two or three hours.

Another was 
struck on the head with a rock and dangerously 
wounded. They were finally beaten off, but when 
the boat shoved off from the shore they rallied again 
and lired some shots into the steamer, doing, how- 
ever, but little damage. No one on board the boat 
was seriouslv injured in the melee. The rattmen, 
•when the Northern Belle came down, were making 
preparations to leuew their attack upon the return 
of the Galena. Several rafts had been stopped and 
their crews detained to take part iu the affray. — 
They had endeavored to obtain a cannon from North 
Pane, but H w as refused them. The people of Wa- 
baakaw and the best citizens of Reed's Landing, to- 
gether with the Sheriff of the county, were deter- 
mined to sustain Capt. Laughton, whom they ex- 
culpated from blame in the matter. 

Dreadful Occurrence — A Boy eaten up by a 
Bear almost within the City JJmtts. — We have suc- 
ceeded with some difficulty in learning the partic- 
ulars of a shocking occurrence which took place on 
the Hamtramck marshes on last Tuesday, in which 
a boy, eleven years old, was actually eaten up alive 
by a bear, within sight of the city. The circum- 
stances of the case are as follows; A man named 
Joseph Rademacher, a German, living on Macomb 
street, between Rivard and Russell, went out on 
Tuesday morning, in company with a little broth- 
er, to pick raspberries. They carried their dinners 
with them and went some live or six miles out, be- 
fore commencing their day's work. Rademacher 
depo.-ited his dinner basket and coat on the ground, 
and employed himself for some time in picking ber- 
ries, when, his attention being attracted by a noise, 
he looked around, and, to his intense astonishment, 
saw a large she bear, accompanied by three cubs, 
engatred in devouring his dinner. It was but the 
work of a moment to drop his basket of berries, and 
hurry, with his younger brother, away from the 
spot. He saw two boys not far from him when he 
left the spot, but said nothing to them. Before 
himself and brother had got a safe distance, they 
heard terrible screams in the direction they had 
left, which only served to accelerate their pace, and 
place a greater distance between them and danger. 
They were soon overtaken by one of the boys, who 
came rushing after them in a liewilderment of 
fright, screaming out that the bear was eating his 
brother. Rademacher received this intelligence in 
utter dismay, and took to his heels with a will, fol- 
lowed by the two boys, and deserting the sufferer to 
his fate. The cowardly race soon brought them to 
the city, when they spread the alarm, and a large 
party was quickly formed for the rescue, which pro- 
ceded to the scene of the disaster, accompanied by 
Rademacher and the father of the unfortunate boy. 
A long search resulted in finding the remains of the 
boy, the bear having eaten up about half of the 
corpse and buried the remainder for a future meal. 
Remnants of his clothes were found scattered 
around, together with Rademachei's coat, torn to 
pieces.— Detroit Free Press.

When 
it was known that the arrests were made, several 
citizens of Rush and Henry counties suddenly found 
business in Morgan county and left, and one physi- 
cian informed his wife that he was compelled to go 
to "mill," but has not been heard from since his de- 
parture. The officers are continuing their search for 
guilty parties, with fair prospects of making other 
arrests. One individual ieft his luggage at the Gait 
House, in this city, to be called for. but lias not yet 
thought it best to" return for it. 

The first individual arrested was Dr. Patterson, 
of Carthage, Rush county, who has had an exten- 
sive practice in that section of the country. He is 
represented as a man of about 48 years of age, ma- 
licious and dangerous, and has been in the habit of 
carrying revolvers and bowie-knives for the purpose 
of intimidation. He admitted, after his arrest, that 
he had been engaged in the business for two years, 
but it is supposed that it has extended back five or 
six. He engaged iu the business first, he says, for 
the purpose of detecting some men w hom he sup- 
posed were engaged in it, but finding it profitable 
he continued it. He was decoyed to sell some coun- 
terfeit 810 bills on the Northwestern Bank of Vir- 
ginia, a dangerous counterfeit, and after the sale of 
$50 to two men was arrested, taken to a private 
rot m in a hate] and ironed. Mr. Reany asked the 
Doctor w here the balance of the $100 was he had 
agreed to sell, and he informed hiin it was under 
the cover of a stand iu his office. It was found 
there, with other packages concealed, amounting to 
$250. A trap door into an attic story was opened, 
the officer reached up, found three bottles marked 
quinine, in which were found rolls of counterfeit 
bank bills. Rolls of old newspapers were also found 
there containing 120 bogus half dollars. A celler 
was discovered under his bed room, the only access 
to which was a small tr;ip-door in the floor, at the 
side of the bed, covered by a carpet. It was a com- 
plete dungeon, without light, but fitted up with 
table, chairs, &c, iu good order for business. The 
officers found secreted in various parts of his office 
packages of counterfeit bills and bogus coin. Let- 
ter* were found^ in his possession from different 
members of the" gang containing information, in 
which the real meaning was concealed in slang 
phrases well known to the profession. 

Dr. Patterson is represented to !>e a man of the 
worst habits. He has a wife and child, but did not 
associate with them. He ate and slept in his office, 
w here he was visited by abandoned females. More 
than a hundred indecent daguerreotypes of himself 
and his female friends were found in his office. 

The Doctor was examined before a justice of the 
peace in Rushville, recognized in the sum of $3,000, 
and committed in default of bail. 

The next person arrested was Dr. Rogers, of 
Knightstown. a man with a large family and respec- 
tably connected. He has no business, but represents 
himself as a sporting gentleman. He had, also, 
been engaged in sellimr Northwestern Bank of Vir- 
ginia bank notes. In searching him they found a 
$10 new counterfeit bill on the Hatters' Bank, 
Conn. He was secured by the officers. 

The next one arrested was Perry Bennett, of St. 
Omar, who has been a terror of the country. He 
had knocked down a sheriff when about to arrest 
him, and was under indictment for assault and 
battery with intent to kill the sheriff of the county, 
but county officers were afraid to arrest him. He is 
also a fugitive from justice from Illinois. He was 
arrested by Mr. Reany and his posse, and $20 in 
new counterfeit bills on the Reading Bank, Penn., 
was found upon him. He was taken to Rushville 
and committed for having counterfeit moaey in his 
possession, and on the indictment pending against 
him. 

Dr. Lewis Frazee was arrested in Jonesville, 
Bartholomew county. When the Dr. was arrested, 
he attempted to conceal a quantity of bogus half 
dollars behind a log. He acknowledged hU connec- 
tion with the gang, but said that he had l>een drawn 
into it by Patterson. He was handed over to U. S. 
Commissioner Orr, of this city, who committed him 
in default of $2,000 bail. Dr. Frazee has undoubt- 
edly been seduced into these operations be design- 
ing men. Correspondence as to dealing with the 
gang was found upon him. 

Dr. Allen Hobinson was next arrested at Muncie- 
town, a man near 60 years of age. He has before 
been arrested for dealing in counterfeit bank notes, 
but turning State's evidence was discharged. On 
his person and in a bureau drawer in his house were 
found counterfeit coin and bank notes from ten cents 
up to $50. 'Ihe following is a description of the 
bank notes: North Western Bank, Virginia, de- 
nomination $10 — some new and others soiled for cir- 
culation; State Bank of Indiana $10's; Northern 
Bank, Kentucky, $10's; Bank of Corning, N. Y., 
$10's; Ohio Stock Bank $5's; Mercantile Bank, 
Hartford, Conn., fjf'aj Exchange Bank, Hartford, 
$l's; Farmers' Bank, Indiana, $10's; North Caroli- 
na Bank $50's. Three bogus hair dollars were 
found in his office, l^eside a galvanic battery, just 
prepared for circulation. Counterfeit dimes a'id also 
spurious gold dollars were discovered aU>Ui liis 
premises. The whole amount found was $713 7o. 
This man was taken before the U. S. Commissioner 
at Rushville and committed in default of $2,000 
bail. 

Crucibles for melting were found at Dr. Robin- 
son's, but no dies. A lot of new touts, of the late 
issue, were found in his possession, which were un- 
doubtedly intended to be used for making the com- 
position for counterfeit coin. Mr. Reany says that 
new counterfeit bills were put in circulation the 
same day in Rush, Henry, Decatur, and Bartholo- 
mew counties that they were in Kentucky and Indi- 
ana, thus proving the extent of the organization 
and the perfect understanding the members of the 
fJWPft bad with eacii other. 

These developments in crime, in connection with 
others through various portions of the country, are 
astounding.

"Washington, July 3^ 1^57, 

There are four principal subjects of controversy 
with New Uranada, viz: 

L Indemnity for the injury done to our citizens in 
the Panama riot of April, 1856. 

2. The tonnage tax upon American commerce. 

3. The purposed tax upon correspondence crossing 
the Iathiuu>; and 

4. The security of the railroad transit. 
Nothing definite has l»een settled between (Jenerul 

Herran and General Cass except in regard to the 
matter of indemnity, upon which point a basis < f 
arrangement has been agreed to. The second and 
third points are still under discussion. 

The fourth and most difficult question of all, has 
not yet been espicially dealt with — indeed, it can 
scarcely be taid to have been yet under discussion. 
The cession of a portion of the Isthmus to the United 
States is looked upon as desirable in many respects 

but constitutional questions arise here as to the 

power of the United States to acquire any sort of 
control over it, unless it is to be acquired with a 
view to admission as a State into the Union. These 
are difficulties which does not seem to have present- 
ed themselves at all to the late Administration, but 
are urged with a good deal of earnestness by some 
at this time. 

It is impossible to foreshadow the result of the ne- 
gotiation, fur the President himself has not yet de- 
termined upon the proper course to be pursued; hut, 
in any event, the subject will not be disposed of so 
speedily as many seem to have anticipated. J.

A communication from our Minister 



near the Argentine confederation was re- 
ceived on tbe Bi June at the latent Office. It was 
«coompJ«ied bv a ba* containing specimens of a 
new variety of pea. Happening to be in V\ ash ni;- 
ton three "riavs after the peaa were rcc i\ ed, I was 
favorrf. with 'a perusal ol the Minister's letter and 
.allowed to make the copy which is given l.clow; 
and. although in compliance with the suggestion 
conriined in the communication referred to, almost 
all '-he peas had been put up in parcels of small size 
£or transmission to Texas, I succeeded in obtaining 
atLtieient for a small experiment ia this latitude. 

The peas are different in shape from any that I 
&ave seen cultivated; and of a dirty white color, of 
"Verv irregular shape, and many of them l>car a 
dose resemblance to discolored human teeth — suffi- 
ciently so to have passed muster with Cadmus, 
though doubtless productive of a far more peaceful 
crop than sprung from bis famous sowing. As an 
account of this novelty, as it appears to be, among a 
verv useful class of vegetables, may prove agreea- 
ble 'to many of your readers, the copy of the com- 
munication I have mentioned is subjoined. 

E. L. ■ , Baltimore, Md. 
P Chicharras, or Spanish peas, cultivated by Capt. 
Gazzam, lite af Alabama, at Las Acacias, Dear 
Nueva Palmyra, or Higuenitas, on the Uruguay 
river. Banda Oriental, South America. 

This is a small white pea, much crowded in the 
pod and m hard, with a shriveled appearance, and 
lssaid to produce as high as one thoumiui for one. 
It is planted in drills with a hoe. The ground 
should be well broken up two inches deep, four feet 
je rows, sown as thickly as common gar- 
Generallv the time of planting and matt- 
juired for other pe is but they 
ssestorunon. They cover 
the ground when matured in a dense mat of vines. 
, Thev are not killed by light frost, therefore may be 
planted earlv. They apjtear to nourish l<e»t in rich 
black drv tx'il. About three quarts of seed pro- 
duced thirteen busiiels. These Mere cultivated in 
about 30 deg. south latitude. The soil of Texas 
and I-ouisiana would be well adapted

Farmi\<; nkar LlM Cities.— No profession 
sternly requires the exercise of economy than 
that of the f .rnier, and during the last ten years the 
improvements in methods of culture have been so 
rapid that those who liave not kept pace with such 
advance in economic culture can scarcely compete 
with their more energetic neighliors. Enterprising 
farmers residing near large cities are becoming more 
like merchants and are adaptine themselves to the 
growing of such crops as pay lar^e profits and such 
as cannot I* brought from great distances. It is 
4*ite curious, however, ntl at this date, to observe 
many of the farmers near large cities and town* 
who still continue on in the old stjle to grow hay, 
and potatoes, the latter not olien iaclud- 
ear too mauy will l« raised for the demand, 
i euergetic gardener in their neighboriiood 
larger profits on two or three acres of 
root crops thau does the farmer of one hundred 
acres w ith his regular crops, as he would call them, 
being an exact copy of the crops of his great-grand- 
father before the demand of t be city called for those 
of a different character. 

First, then, the farmer should inquire what crops 
are wanted at the highest prices, or rather what crops 
will give the greatest amount oi produce per acre. 
If be can obtain cents, or even 30 cents per busli- 
•el for carrots, he cannot afford to raise hay at £30 
per ton for sale. If he can get 7o cents for pota- 
toes, he cannot afford to raise oats at H cents per 
bushel, nor com at 80 cents. If beets can be sold 
at M cents per bushel, or onions at $1 per bushel, or 
cabbages at $1 per hundred, he cannot afford to 
raise w heat or rye at the usual market prices. If he 
be a stock grotter, he will have a market at home 
for many of the root crops at four times the prolit 
which could possibly accrue from the same land de- 
voted to what are usually termed the staple crops: 
and to those who refuse to alter their style of crops, 
in the fear that ton many may do the satne thing, 
and the prices thereby be reduced, we would say 
that the same fear in relation to potatoes has been 
expressed for the last twenty years, and still every 
rear they have proved to be among the more profita- 
ble crops, and notwithstanding that carrots can he 
grown at the rate of a thousand bushels per acre by 
those who pursue the improved methods of culture, 
still they have been and continue to be sold at as 
great a price per bushel as oats, and when their true 
value shall lie understood thousands of acres will be 
I to their culture that are now devoted to oth-

The art of preserving it by drying may to some per- 
sons appear too simple to require the explanation of 
nny process; nevertheless few housekeepers are so 
well skilled in these matters tbat they may not 
learn something of value and interest by the expe- 
rience aud practices of others. 

Fruit, of different kinds, evidently requires dif- 
ferent treatment. Apples should be pared and those 
of medium size cut in eight or ten pieces aud dtied 
quickly by the fire; cutting them liner makes more 
surface to ka rinsed, and the more water that is 
used for this purpose the more is the flavor washed 
awav. 

Peaches may be dried in a similar manner. 
Pear: and gooseberries (the latter before they are 
very ripe) are better stewed tender in one-fifth their 
weight of sugar and a little water, and dried after 
the liquor is i.oiled thick, and poured over them. 
Cherries should lie stoned and scalded in their own 
juice, without sugar, aud dried slowly. The meth- 
od of drying plums in the sun after opening and 
stoning them, without scalding or sugar, probably 
cannot be >urpa*sed. Strawlierries, raspberries, and 
currants retain most of their original flavor when 
mashed with one-fourth or one-Iifth their weight of
